Dr. Alfred 


Frankenstein, critic for the San Francisco Chronicle. and the 
Faculty Woodwind Quintet yesterday opened an exhibit on 


German Expressionism, to run 
in the art gallery through Nov 
13. Sponsored by the Art, Music 
and Language departments, the 
program served as the official open- 
ing for the exhibit which is a con- 
trbiution of the German Federal 
Government to colleges through 
out the United States. 


Dr. Werner Suttner introduced 
Dr. Erick Franz Sommer, Cultural 
attache to the German Consulate 
in San Francisco, who told about 
the exhibit itself and the rpose 
in its being sent to the United 
States 


His talk was followed by a talk 
on German Expressionism by 
Frankenstein. Frankenstein's com- 
ments were directed to the move 
ment as a whole and served to 
make the exhibit and its artifacts 
more meaningful to those who 
attended the opeuing 


The Faculty Woodwind Quintet 
then performed some musical se 
lections from Egon Wellesz, a com 
poser of the Expressionist period 


The exhibit will be opened 
through Nov. 13 in the Art Gal 
lery. The Gallery is open daily 
from 8 a.m. to § p.m.

Other display boards will be 
devoted to the prose writers, play- 
writes, and poets of that era. 

Prose Writers 

The prose writers Alfred Doeb- 
lin, Kosimir Edschmid, Franz Kaf- 
ka. and Fritz von Unruh are 
featured 

Suttner added that special em- 
phasis lies on the expressionist 
drama. Playwrights such as Rein- 
hard Andreas Sorge, Franz Stern 
heim, Georg Kaiser, Paul Korn- 
feld. and Franz Werfel are re 
membered because many of their 
plays were first performed on Max 
Reinhardt’s experimental stage in 
the Berlin theater. 

Poets Georg Haym and Georg 
Trake are featured on display 
boards. These offerings may be 
viewed Monday through Friday 
from 8 am. to 5 p.m 

Recordings of expressionism 
compositions by Alban Berg, Paul 
Hinolemith and Arnold Schoen- 
berg were also received from the 
Schiller National Museum and 
will be used in conjunction with 
the exhibit.

Some space was saved despite 
the move by the taxpayers’ asso 
ciation. The committee was given 
space in the half-time show of the 
televised SSC vs. Chico State foot 
ball game. The visiting Chico 
State marching band also a_reed 
to form a large “Yes on 2” during 
their half-time show

ganizations but one have pledged 
support to the issue. Sources said 
-arlier the campus Young Repub- 
licans were the only group ap- 
proached which gave a_ cold 
shoulder to the committee favor 
ing the issue.

Opening their Far Western Con 
ference season Saturday, the Hor- 
nets soundly crushed the Chico 
State Wildcats 45-6, before 5300 
Homecomng day fans at the Hor 
net Bowl. The field's largest crowd 
in history watched the Capitol-city 
gridders accumulate their greatest 
scoring output since the college 
first fielded a team in 1954 

Halfway through the first quar- 
ter, the Hornets scored their initial 
touchdown when Homer Mascorro, 
the squad’s top rusher, slipped 
through a hole off right tackle and 
rambled 15 yards to paydirt. Mike 
Clemons kicked the conversion 


Miller's Pass 


Bob Miller's passing brought the 
home team to the Wildcat &-yard 
line. On fourth down, sophomore 
Clemons split the uprights with @ 
26-yard field goal 

Clemons, who finished the game 
with 15 points and a season league 
leading total of 39, scored the 
second SSC touchdown when he 
smashed off right guard from two 
yards out. Deno Verges’ 43-yard 
aerial to Gary Kelley set up the 
score, 

The Hornets opened up a 24-0 
lead late in the second quarter as 





Joe Renzi crashed through the 
Chico line on a 2-yard power 
drive. 


Scoring March 


Chico State amassed five of its 
six first downs on a 79-yard scor 
ing march, which culminated 17 
seconds before halftime. The run- 
ning of Jess Castillo set up a 14- 
yard Russ Stickel-to-Rich Miller 
Wildcat touchdown pass 

Early in the third period, Mas- 
corro plunged seven yards for a 
SSC touchdown. Clemons’ boot 
upped the Hornet lead to 31-6. 

Verges, who finished the game 
with 177 yards of total offense, 
clicked on a $8-yard touchdown 
bomb to Joe Cavallaro. Clemens 
again converted, and the visitors 
trailed 38-6, 

The final Hornet TD came when 
Renzi scored his second touchdown 
on a 7-yard run. 


Strong Defense 


Operating at its peak this year, 
the defense of the green and gold 
held the Wildcats to 8 yards rush 
ing and 68 total net yards. Randy 


Heckman, Ken Ashby, and Pat 
Dooley led the strong defensive 
charge. 


The loss was the fifth and sec- 
ond in league play for the winless 
Wildcats. Entering the game with 
a fifth place Camellia Bowl rank- 
ing, SSC moved its record to § 
wine and one loss, and prepares to 
meet the winless University of Ne- 
vada eleven in Reno Friday after 
noon.
